Wherever They Go—Public Health 
Service Guarding Against Infection 
From Europe. 


San Francisco, June 
28.—"Who- 


ever travels to any great extent is 
sooner or later going to meet the bac- 
illus typhosus in a viable state," said 
Assistant Surgeon General W. 
C. 


Rucker of the United States Public 
Health Service in an address before 
the American Academy of Medicine 
today. 


"Those who stay at home may be 


liviig under sanitary conditions, at 
any rate they are exposed to a set 
of conditions to which they are more 
or less habituated, but the moment 
one begins to travel he multiples his 
contact with the sources of infection." 
The subject of Dr. Ruvker's address 
was "The Transmissioi of 
Tvphoid 


Fever on Trains and 
Steamboats." 


He pointed out that 
the 
United 


States Public Health Service has ta- 
ken adequate measures for requiring 
pure drinking water for passe igen 
and stated that so far 
as 
railway 


trains are concerned the health of the 
traveling public was fairly well safe- 
guarded. The dangers arising from 
insanitary steamboats were discussed 
thoioughly, as were also the questions 
of track pollution and the effect of 
education toward eradication of ty- 
phoid fever. 


A curious sidelight on^the effect of 


war on the spread of typhoid fever 
was pointed out by Dr. Rucker, who 
said that "prior to the Cm! 
War 


typhoid fever wa« very 
largely an 


urban disease, but when the armies 
were disbanded and the many typhoid 
carriers which they 
contained 
r?- 


turned to their respective homes the 
disease was planted i i 
rural com- 


munities throughout tho country."

blood poisoning may set in and m 
such a case the doctors fear that she 
will not live. 


The shot which it is feared will 


cause blood poisoning passed through 
Mrs. Buskirk's hand and through her 
cheek, lodging in her neck near the 
Jugular vein and has caused the left 
side of her head to swell out to twice 
its size. A painful infiamation has 
set in and yesterday morning she was 
put under X-ray and examined with 
the object of operating to extract the 
bullet. 


The gun with which Buskirk did 


the shooting Chief Jeffries reports 
was old and rusty and the bullet pro- 
bably carried a lot of the rust into the 
wound, causing the inflamation.

San Francisco, June

ever travels to any great extent is 
sooner or later going to meet the bac- 
illus typhosus in a viable state," said 
Assistant Surgeon General W. 
C. 


Rucker of the United States Public 
Health Service in an address before 
the American Academy of Medicine 
today. 


"Those who stay at home may be 


liviig under sanitary conditions, at 
any rate they are exposed to a set 
of conditions to which they are more 
or less habituated, but the moment 
one begins to travel he multiples his 
contact with the sources of infection." 
The subject of Dr. Ruvker's address 
was "The Transmissioi of 
Tvphoid 


Fever on Trains and 
Steamboats." 


He pointed out that

States Public Health Service has ta- 
ken adequate measures for requiring 
pure drinking water for passe igen 
and stated that so far 
as 
railway 


trains are concerned the health of the 
traveling public was fairly well safe- 
guarded.
